While • whaler daring tha last fish- 


iag s*s*on was lying in • small bay at 
the mouth of one of the n*en which 
empty into the ocean on the coast of 
Alaska, a great many of the natives 
came on board to trade for sea-biscuit, 
of which they are very fond, and finally 
induced the captain to go up the river 
and fish for salmon, with which tbe 
river was said to be alive.

The summit of the bill 
was nothing but an extinct crater, in 
which the captain noticed that the 
roeks resembled iron after it had been 
melted. He undertook (o knock off a 
piece, bat could not do it, M it seemed 
to bend, not break, under repeatod 
blows with the head of a boat-ar. He 
then struck it with the blade of the ax, 
and chopped it off, and tookjt in his 
hand. The surface where the az had 
cleaved its way through tbe rook be 
saw waa as soft nearly as lead, although 
it did not shine. He thought then it 
was a metal of some kind and kept it. 
Specimens of similar character were 
pioked up by others ot the crew and 
taken to this city. The piece which 
tbe captain chopped off the top of the 
hill with the axe has assayed |8,000 
per top in silver, aqd the loose rocks 
pioked np went as high as $275 silver 
per ton. A company of Oaklanders, tp 
whom the rooks were submitted, have 
chartered the whalers and the crew to 
make sr trip in the spring to the scene 
of this remarkable discovery, and a 
working party will be left at the loca- 
tion to dig oat a cargo.

traveling public has been loud in its 
complaints about tbe delay of trains on 
the railroads. Even when there waa 
no obstruction of the tracks by snow or 
otherwise it has been remarked that the 
trains are uniformly ran at such a alow 
pace as to try the patience of passen- 
ger*. If travelers who are thus annoyed 
knew the reason for this caution—and 
they can sometimes learn it from a quiet 
talk with the conductor—they would 
cease their grumbling about the delay. 
The truth is that railroad employes are 
far more apprehensive of aooidents dur- 
ing oold weather than the traveling 
public. 
They know the number ol 


broken rails and broken wheels that are 
daily occurring on the best built and 
best managed railroads, but which are 
carefully concealed from tbe traveling 
publio. They may not be able to fully 
explain the action of extreme cold 
weather upon the tracks, wheels and 
running gear of railroads, but they 
know the fact and appreciate the dan- 
ger of high speed when the thermome- 
ter is thirty or forty degrees below the 
freezing point. It is a fact, which in- 
quiry a* the proper source o! informa- 
tion will establish, that there have been 
more broken rails, broken wheels and 
broken conneoting-rods on the railroads 
of the northern states during the last 
six weeks thin have occurred daring 
the summer months in the last five 
yean. The only wonder is that there 
have not been more serious accidents— 
a fact which may be attrlbted to the 
caution which comes from knowledge, 
and which should reaeive the commen- 
dations instead of the complaints of 
travelers. 


NEW YORK, February 10.—A dense 


fog and large floes of ice on Long Is- 
land Sound pretty effectually impeded 
navigation through that channel daring 
tbe aight an4 this morning. Up to 1 
this afternoon, none of the large boats 
had reached the docks of this city. 
Ferry navigation is difficult on account 
of the ice and fog. It has been raining 
heavily most of the day and the danger 
of a water famine is averted. Seldom 
have the streets presented a more la- 
mentable and disgraceful aspect than 
they do this morning. The sidewalks 
are flooded the whole width with water 
backed from the accumulated and fro- 
zen snow in the roadway, and all the 
onus-walks are ponds of water. Along 
the down-town water front the back- 
water has flooded nearly all the cellars 
of South Water and Front streets, and 
a large force of men is kept busily cm- 
ployed in draining them out with pails 
or drawing water up with suction pumps. 
In addition to this, many of the leaden 
pipes from offices burst with the thaw, 
thus adding to the discomforts of pe- 
destrians. 
On tbe East River the fog 


was so dense navigation was positively 
dangerous. Pilots could not see half a 
boat's length. 
Many boats were taken 


off the abort ferries, and those on the 
long ones ceased running altogether. 
At daylight the fog was so thick that 
it was not deemed aafe to make trips 
from Hunter's Point to James, Slip or 
from Broadway, Brooklyn, E. E., to 
Roosevelt street. The Roosevelt street 
boats landed at Grand street. 
A de- 


tention of twenty minutes waa the 
rule, and for trucks and csrts a great 
deal more, as the streets in the vicinity 
of the different ferries were blocked, 
hopelessly it would seem, by vehicles 
awaiting to cross the rivflr.

The great grain 
shipping points have rnqved west of the 
Mississippi. A few years tgo, Illinois 
was the granary of the country ; now it 
is Iowa, Kansas and Nebraska. This 
must be taken into account in consid- 
ering out future as a grain distributing 
point. There is a geographical ques- 
tion to be considered here as well as 
a question of freight.

Tucker's illness necessitated 
the appointment of gome one to. fill his 
place, and Johnson was selected. He 
commenced carrying bis ash cane as a 
policeman on Jan. 6th. Like most new 
men he wag an active officer, and made 
quite a number of arrests, bat never got 
into any serious difficulty with offenders 
until be struck Carson over the bead with 
the fatal result stated yesterday in these 
columns.

Verdict of the Coroner's Jury. 


When the REPUBLICAN went lo press on 


yesterday afternoon, the coroner's jury, 
then assembled in the grand jury room in 
court house block, summoned to examine 
Into the cause of the death of Porter J. 
Carson, had not returned a verdict. 


FORTHBR TESTIMONY. 


R. L. Walston, M. D.,»worn—Reside 


in Decatur. 1 conducted the pott mortem 
upon Bie body of Porter Oarson. Upon 
laying open the scalp a contusion of blood 
was found upon the skull on the left hand 
side.of the bead. 
Upon removing the 


skull we discovered a fracture; the frac- 
ture teemed to have been recently made, 
and appeared somewhat spangled like a 
fracture in ice. There was a small piece 
of bone broken loose, and the fracture 
extended down from that and upward and 
backward; the point was about the center 
of the left temple. The fracture from 
the lower portion to the upper portion 
was about six inches; the other wine of 
the tracture was about 2J Inches; upon 
removing a portion of the skull we found 
immediately beneath these fractures a 
large quantity of blood clot—I should 
judge from four to five ounces; this blood 
clot was lying in contact with the skull, 
bat not in contact with the brain; it bad 
separated the dura mater from the skull, 
pushing the dura mater down on the 
brain; the dura mater was not broken, 
nor the brain was not broken; death WI.B 
produced by the pressure of the blood clot 
on the brain. I think it is proper to state 
that the skull was uncommonly thin for 
a matured man. Upon examination I 
found a scar, the result of a former injury; 
the dura mater between recent and former 
injury was found to be in a healthy state; 
the scalp was not broken. 


John W. EUckburn testified that while 


going into Brenneman's saloon on Tues- 
day afternoon he saw Johnson strike Car- 
sen three times over the bead, and the 
last blow felled Carson to the floor.

Johnson ;and Brewer, testified that he 
spoke a few words lo Carson, hut be ap- 
peared t<5 be offended, and he let him 
alone. Did not see or notice him any 
more until Wednesday morning, when he 
was found upon the floor of the cell. 


Patrick Grace, who resides new Har- 


ristown, was called to test'fy, but he 
knew nothing about the case except that 
he had seen Carson in Decatur on the 
Bth inst. 


Policeman W. Jas. Brewer, testified' 


mat on Tuesday he had seen Grace and , 
Carson together, near Armstrong's drug 
store; Caison wag making considerable 
noise; he said ha was the best O— d— 
man in town, and didn't care a damn for 
nobody; stepped up to him and told him 
if he pleased to keep still, that he was 
making too much noise there; he said all 
right give me your band; I stepped away 
from him then; did not notice him any 
more for some time; I attervards walked 
around to the corner of Water and Prai- 
rie streets; (topped there a minute or two; 
saw Johnson coming across the street 
with Carson; 
he was surging pretty 


heavy, and -I thought he would need some 
help; I met them about midway of the 
crossing; he was pretty hard to handle; 
we put him in the calaboose, searched 
him anil found $2.15; did not find any 
pistol or knife; tried to get him to He 
down but be would not do it. 


JOHNSON'S STORY. 


Ckiirles R. Johnson, the policeman who 


did the striking, testified: On the after- 
noon of Tuesday last I was fetching a 
couple nf prisoners uptown, and I met 
Porter Carson at Race's, und he com- 
menced making sport of the men I had 
arrtsped; Officer Conden wanted to arrest 
him; I told him that J.isper Brewer was 
over KU the. corner, ami that Jasper would 
catch him when he came on the corner; 
I went up lo Justice Pcake's with our 
men and had them fined; did not see Car- 
son for a half hour to nu hour aftcrnttrd: 
next saw him near Armstrong's drug store 
and Brewer told him to keep quiet; I went 
to the mayor's ufli<:e, and then started for 
home; I slopped at Dan Brenueman's; 
asked the bartender for a glass of beer, 
and the deceased was standing at the west 
end of Ihe counter swearing atsomeiody. 
I drunk my glass of beer, »ud stepped up 
to Carson and asked him if he wouldn't 
be still, that he was making too much 
fuss in there, and he replied with profane 
words of abuse. 1 took hold of his coat 
sleeve and be jerked loose from me and 
again swore ai me in a vile manner, say- 
ing "you can't take uie." I grabbed hold 
of him and as he. put his hand back be- 
hind him, some, one said; "Lookout for 
the pop!" and when he done that I tapped 
him on the head with a stick, and as he 
continued reaching for his pocket, I hit 
him again and he. fell down to the floor, I 
still holding him; I then got hold of his 
arm with both hands and straightened 
him up, and he walked along out lo the 
door; when I got to Bartholomew's store 
he commenced fighting again, and it was 
all I'con Id do to manage him; when I got 
to the middle of the street' Mr. Brewer 
assisted me; occasionally he was quiet 
*nd then fighting all the way to the cala- 
boose; searched him and found some pa- 
per only. 


THE VERDICT. 


There being no more witnesses to ex- 


amine, the coroner cleared the grand jury 
room of all parlies except the jury, and 
after a short deliberation they returned 
the following verdict: 
In the matter ot Uie Inquisition on the bndy 


of Porter Carwin, deceased, held at Decatur, 
Illinois, on the lunth day of February, A. 
D., 1881. 
We, theimdi>r«l8med. Jurors sworn to inquire 
of the deain of Porter Carson, on oath do find 
that he <*me to bis death by reason of an in- 
jury recelvod upon his head, fracturing the 
skull. AndweTurther Hnd that said injury 
was caused bf a blow or blowsinnlct*dbr one 
Charles R. Johnson, a policeman, WUfo at- 
tempting to amst said Carson; and we fur- 
tfter• flnd that there waa not reasonable cause 


•ays that he did not Intend 10 do Canon 
any injury. Johnson will remain in jail 
until the Hay term of court unless he de- 
tires to give bail for bis appearance; in 
which cue it will become necessary for 
sjme friend of his to iwear out a state 
warrant for fan arrest on a charge bf mur- 
der nr manslaughter. Then he can de- 
mand a preliminary examination before a 
justice or waive a hearing as his counsel 
may determine best. 
The bill can be 


flied by the justice, and If Johnson can 
furnish security he will be released. He 
may also secure release on bail by caus- 
ing a writ of habeai corpvs to issue, re- 
quiring Sheriff Foster to show cause why 
he is held in custody. 


In a short interview with a REPUBLI- 


CAN representative at the jail this after 
noon, Johnson said .that he intended to 
engage ihe services of Attorneys Crea and 
Buckingham and) get from behind the 
bars as soon as possible, but he bas not 
yet had a consultation with any attorney 
about his case. He says be has a friend 
in the city—a business man—who will go 
on his bond for almost any amonnt.— 
Johnson, who is 40 years of age, has been 
married for 15 years, but has no children. 
He came here from Charleston, III..about 
four years ago, and. the first work he did 
after bis arrival in Decatur, was lo assist 
in building the tabernacle. He worked 
for Michael Troutman, the brick-layer, 
carrying a hod, and doing other work in 
connection with the construction of the 
addition to the Decatur coffin factory and 
the David F. Hamsher wagon and car- 
riage shop. Lately he was employed al 
the coal shaft, lie has never had but 
two difficulties with men since his sojourn 
in Decatur, and both were jawing scrapes. 
The prisoner was asked what had become 
of the club Jwlth which he struck Carson, 
but he could not tell. lie said he was on 
duty Tuesday night at the depot, and 
then had the club with bim, but what had 
become of ?t, he was unable to say. He 
thinks he mum have left it nl his home in 
Ihe fifth ward. He wanted to know how 
'the people talked about him, and whether 


it not there was much bitter feeling man 
tested with regard to the matter. He 
hoped the people would not condemn him 
so hnitily, as he had no intention of hurt- 
ing Carson, and only struck him because 
he resisted so determinedly and because 
he thought the man bad -a pistol and 
would shoot. Johnson realizes fully that 
he is in very close quarters, and expects 
to have considerable trouble.
